From  time,  to  time  shorta.gas  occurred  in  soma  Parishes.  Buring  thu  year  a 
schomc  f^r  augmenting  the  supply  from  Stoke,  Pla,t,  by  intercepting  sprirgs  on  Froggatt- 
Elgo  and  punping  to  the  reservoirs,  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Headth,  and  work 
thereon  was  begun.  Luring  the  year  this  Council  tO'Ok  over,  by  Deed  of  Gift,  the 
private  suppl^wS  of  the  Chats\7'~’rth  Estates  Company  to  Boelay,  Edons-^r  and  Pilsley. 

Luring  the  y<jar  fiftov^n  samples  v/ere  sent  for  bactoriclcgical  and  six  f^^r  chemical 
examinatic ns . Seven  samples  v/ero-  classed  as  being  unsatisf actory  f'^r  domestic  use. 

All  Were  from  public  supplies,  and  appropriate  measures  fer  I'eatif ication  were  taken.
